San  Antonio,  Taxas*  I had  just  talked  out  on  tha  front  porch  &ad  :iab  golu{{ 
to  alt  on  tbo  steps  and  drink  a cup  of  coffee*  I started  to  take  a sip  of 
coffoe  and  ae  I lifted  my  ayes  I saw  a seml-oircle  of  small  yellow  lights 
in  the  Bouihweet  sJqr  at  about  a forty-flT©  degree  angle  from  i?y  via  ion* 

Thees  lights  were  very  tiny,  like  stars  and  were  dull  yellow.  X got  two 
or  three  impressions  In  a split  second.  At  first  t thought  it  was  a star 
constellatloD  but  then  X noticed  the  lights  moving  In  unison  tvhloh  made  me 
believe  that  it  was  an  airplane*  I then  became  convinced  that  it  was  not 
an  airplans  because  there  irere  too  L'<any  ll^ts  and  the  object  appeared  to 
be  too  big*  X walked  oat  on  the  sidewalk  about  ten  or  fifteen  feet  to  gat 
a better  look  at  it  and  os  X got  out  there  it  approached  almost  overhead*
